The 
six acres of cowpeas were plant­

Groveling 
turned 
35 
growing hogs and 6 calves into this 
crop. At this time the hogs averaged 
SO pounds in weight. 
These hogs were taken off Octo­ 
ber I and sold on the market. The 
market that day was $7.60 per hun­ 
dredweight. The hogs made an av­ 
erage

of 
138 pounds 
each 
and figuring on this basis Creveling 
realized $227.08 from bis crop of 
corn and cowpeas. 
At thp 
time the hogs 
were taken 
off they 
had barely 
finished up

to cowpeas. Creveling then harvest­ 
ed the cowpeas and stored 8 tons 
of cowpea hay. In addition to this 
return the field is still furnishing 
pasture for a dozen hogs and a 
number of calves, all of which are 
in a thriving condition.
